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Ontario Production Rebounds in the Third Quarter of 1995 


1 the third quarter of 1995, Ontario production at factor cost rose 4.5 per cent at annual rates, 
recovering from declines of 1.9 per cent in 1995:1 and 2.6 per cent in 1995:2. As reported in 
Ontario Finance’s Ontario Economic Accounts - Income and Expenditure Based bulletin, Ontario’s 
real GDP at market prices rebounded at an annual rate of 4.7 per cent in 1995:3, following two 
consecutive quarterly declines. 


Roe strength in the third quarter was led by the manufacturing sector, which accounted for 
close to half of the gain in total GDP output. Retail and wholesale trade also contributed to 
growth, as did utilities. Most service industries recorded increased activity, with the exception of 
government services. 
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Industrial Structure of Ontario Economy, 1994 
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Goods Production Surges in Third Quarter 


The goods-producing sector rebounded in the third quarter, with output up 7.5 per cent at annual rates, 
following a 12.3 per cent decline in the second quarter. Manufacturing grew strongly, while electrical 
generation recorded strong growth for the second consecutive quarter. The auto sector recuperated from 
declines in the first half of 1995. Weakness continued in the construction sector. 


Export Demand Drives Manufacturing 

Manufacturing output rose 8.1 per cent at annual ace arlene he 
rates, rebounding from a 16.8 per cent drop in the 
second quarter. The major force behind the gain in 
manufacturing was the strong showing in the U.S. 
economy, which surged ahead 4.2 per cent at 
annual rates in the third quarter. Over one-third of 
Ontario’s manufacturing output is exported 
internationally, mainly to U.S. markets. About one- 
fifth is destined for interprovincial markets. 


e@ Auto industry output (mainly auto parts) in 
Ontario jumped 10.1 per cent in 1995:3, 
following a 21.2 per cent drop in the previous 
quarter. A rebound in auto sales in both 
Canada and the U.S. fuelled production 
demand.

Electricity Demand Boosts Utilities 


Electrical generation which represents 80 per cent 
of the utility industry, rose 33 per cent in 1995:3, 
following a similar gain in the second quarter. 
Utilities benefitted from an abnormally hot Ontario 
summer and unusually large sales to the State of 
Michigan, which experienced generation and

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Construction Declines 


Construction output remained weak in 1995:3, 
down 2.2 per cent. Residential construction was 
held back by extremely low levels of Ontario 
housing starts throughout 1995. Non-residential 
construction was also weak; however this sector 
is expected to grow moderately for the year 1995 as 
a whole, based on Statistics Canada’s Investment 
Intentions Survey. 


Primary Sector Spurred On By Mining 


After a lack luster performance in the first half of 
the year, the primary sector (agriculture, mining, 
logging & forestry, and fishing & trapping) grew by 
3.6 per cent in the third quarter spurred by 
increased mining production.

Services Activity Continues To Expand | | 


In the services-producing industries, activity rose 2.8 per cent at annual rates, following a 2.0 per cent 
increase in the second quarter. Growth resumed in the transportation, storage and communications and 
trade industries, after a second quarter decline. Gains in the financial sector, and the community, 
business and personal services sector eased, while government services continued to decline. 


Finance, Insurance and Real Estate Up 


Activity in the finance, insurance and real estate 
industry rose 2.3 per cent at annual rates in the third 
quarter, following a 7.0 per cent gain in 1995:2. 


@ Growth in the real estate industry (which 
accounts for one-third of this sector) 
moderated from 17.1 per cent in 1995:2 to 8.8 
per cent in 1995:3. Home resales growth in 
Ontario while remaining strong, eased from 
27.7 to 19.2 per cent during the quarter. 


@ Activity in the finance and insurance 
industries fell in 1995:3, reflecting lower 
employment levels, coupled with a decline in 
the volume of activity on the Toronto stock 
market.

Output of the retail and wholesale trade sectors 
rose 4.5 per cent at annual rates in 1995:3 - the first 
increase of the year, and almost double the national 
2.5 per cent growth rate. 


In retail trade, activity bounced back 4.7 per cent, 
while wholesale trade rose 4.4 per cent. 


e@ A rise in retail consumer spending was 
supported by higher after-tax income and 
increased full-time employment in 1995:3. 
Households also lowered their savings. 


Community, Business and Personal Services 
Ease 


Activity in the community, business and personal 
services sector rose 2.4 per cent at annual rates, 


following a 4.3 per cent gain in the previous — 


quarter. 


@ In 1995:3, job gains in business management 
and accommodation services more than offset 
job losses in education and personal services. 


Government Services Continues On A 
Downward Trend 


Government services includes the activity of the 
federal, provincial and local governments. In 
1995:3, output fell by 3.4 per cent at annual rates, 
continuing a two-year downward trend. 


@ Output declined at both the federal and 
provincial government levels.

Following gains in the last half of 1995, Ontario production at factor cost fell 1.1% at annual 
rates in the first quarter of 1996. Ontario Finance’s Ontario Economic Accounts - Income and 
Expenditure Based bulletin reported that Ontario real GDP at market prices declined by 1.0% 
in 1996:1, compared to a 4.7% rise in 1995:4. 


Growth in the economy was held back by strike activity in the Ontario public service and 
construction sectors, and by auto plant shutdowns due to labour SOR: in ie United 
States.

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Auto-related strike hurts Manufacturing 


Manufacturing output declined at a 2.9% annual 
rate in 1996:1, following a 7.3% gain in the fourth 
quarter of 1995. A 17 day strike at two brake 
plants in Dayton, Ohio spilled over into Canada, 
resulting in a temporary layoff of 17,000 auto- 
related workers in Canada, mostly in Ontario. 


e In the auto sector, which consist of cars, 
trucks and parts, output fell 15.7% in 1996:1, 
as three GM auto assembly plants were 
closed due to a shortage of brake parts from 
the United States. Several auto-related 
Ontario industries were also affected by the 
strike and lowered production, particularly 
auto parts makers. 


Ontario Finance estimates that the impact of the 
U.S. brake plant strike lowered annualized real 
GDP growth by 1.4 percentage points in the first 
quarter. 


Utilities 


Output in the utilities industry fell 3.7% at annual 
rates. Electrical generation which represents 80% 
of the utility industry was down by an annual rate of 
3.1%, reflecting a shutdown of some nuclear 
generating units at Pickering in the January-March 
period. 


Construction Picks Up 


For the first time in a year, activity in the 
construction industry, (which comprises residential 
and non-residential building) rose. It was up 2.0% 
at annual rates. 


The rise in construction activity reflected in part the 
strong showing of housing starts in the fourth 
quarter, and the recent steep rise in the value of 
non-residential construction building permits.

Financial Sector Continues to Grow 


Activity in the financial sector rose 3.4% at annual 
rates in the first quarter, following a gain of 1.9% in 
1995:4. 


The continued strong inflow of household 
investment in mutual funds helped sustain financial 
sector growth. 


In the real estate industry, activity was higher, due 
to a seasonally adjusted 8.7% increase in Ontario 
home resales in 1996:1. 


Retail & Wholesale Trade Rebound 


Retail and wholesale trade activity rebounded in 
1996:1, rising 3.6%, after dropping by 5.2% in the 
previous quarter. 


Real retail trade increased 1.8%, recovering from 
a 9.8% plunge in the last quarter of 1995. The gain 
in retail trade in the first quarter resulted from a 
3.6% gain in nominal retail sales, reflecting 
improved consumer confidence. 


At the wholesale trade level, activity rose a healthy 
5.0%, the strongest rise in over a year. 


Community, Business and Personal 
Services Records Modest Growth 


Activity in the community, business and personal 
services sector increased 1.6% in 1996:1, 
moderating from the 2.1% advance recorded in the 
fourth quarter of 1995. This marked the slowest 
rise in activity in this sector in two years. 


Services supplied to businesses provided the main 
impetus to service sector growth in the first quarter.

OPSEU Strike Reduces Government 
Sector GDP 


The five week strike by workers in the Ontario 
Public Service Employees Union (OPSEUV) greatly 
reduced the volume of output in the government 
services sector. Total government activity (federal, 
provincial, local) was down 23.8% in the first 
quarter. 


The direct impact of the strike on provincial GDP 
was to lower annualized first quarter growth by an 
estimated 0.9 percentage points. 


Transportation, Storage and 
Communication Continues to Rise 


In 1996:1, transportation, storage and 
communication increased by 3.2% at annual rates, 
up from a rise of 2.4% in the previous quarter.
